If the lead-up games are any guide, we should be in for a great soccer treat over the next two 
weekends as these two very entertaining teams with contrasting styles meet for the National 
Championship. 


Adelaide City soaks up pressure and counter-punches, Sydney Olympic believes in all-out attack. 


And both are extremely resilient. In its two matches in Melbourne, Adelaide City went behind twice in 
the first game, only to win 3-2, and then again, in the Southern Grand Final, it conceded the first goal, 
but, undeterred, fought back to win 2-1, even after having had a goal somewhat dubiously disal lowed 
for offside. 


Olympic, too, came back from an initial 1-0 defeat by St. George, to down the same opponent in the 
Northern Grand Final in a thrilling, extra time fight to the finish. 


Sydney Olympic has some silver on the sideboard, it has won the National Cup twice, in 1983 and 
1985, but it has not won a National Grand Final, last time it got there it was pipped by South 
Melbourne. Adelaide City, too, has yet to win a National Grand Final, its only honour so far has been 
the National Cup it won in 1979. 


If its veteran captain, Bugsy Nyskohus, is to bow out at the end of the season, he would dearly love 
to go on a winning note. 


Both sides are absolutely packed with talent. Nyskohus and Neville Flounders provide a granite-like 
defence in support of sparkling midfielders like Sergio Melta, Charlie Villani and Adrian Santrac, and 
the attack is spearheaded by ‘Jumping’ Joe Mullen and rugged Steve Maxwell. 

Olympic loses nothing in comparison, with Socceroo Peter Raskopoulos and Uruguayan Vincente 
Estavillo providing the flair in front of experienced defenders Mike Coady and Tony Dakos and a pair 
of match-winning greyhounds in Marshall Soper and Chris Kalantzis. The two clubs have met 13 times
